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Soviet troops with tanks were again detrained from ten traing at Canara, 
Rumania, on 18 April 1950. The detraining of troops at Canara may be 
linked with the movement of a tank or mechanized division, possibly 25 
Guard Mechanized Division, from the Braila area to the Constanta area. 


2. Anti-aircraft guns « of Soviet or Rumanian units were emplaced in permanent 
positions at Fetegts in mid-May 1950. 5X1
